Prisoner Taken From Deputies 








After He Had Been Saved 
From Being Beaten.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., 


a negro charged with attempting to at- 
tack Mrs. H. L. Whitsington, wife of a 
young cotton planter at White Haven, 
rear Memphis, was hanged by a mob of 
00 men half a mile beyond the city limits 
late last night, and his body was riddled 


with their bullets as it swung from a 
limb of a roadside tree. 

Mrs. Whitsington telephoned to her 
husband before he got home about the 
negro’s act, after a yard hand had 
driven Crump away, and he notified the 
Sheriff. A deputy’s posse arrested the 
negro and was on the way to the Mem- 
phis jail with him when the mob, com- 
posed of farmers about White Haven, 
overtook them on the outskirts of town, 
just as the negro was about to be 
placed on a street car, and took him 

Three Deputies in Charge. 

Three men, sworn in as deputies by 
Justice W. S. Knight, had the negro in 
charge, and they said afterward that 
they supposed they were beyond danger 
of a mob. They met several armed men 
on the pike, who did not offer to molest 
them. These men proved to be scouts 
for the main body of the mob. 

The deputies went on, unsuspecting. 
Presently the whole body of the mob, 
all the men being. mounted, galloped 
uy» and with leveled weapons demanded 
the negro. The deputies surrendered 
him. 

One of the men, who had provided 
himself with a stout rope, lassoed the 
negro with it, and thus, surrounded 
he was walked 
half a mile to an oak tree deemed 
sultable for the lynching. As his body 
swung from a limb, members of the 
mob galloped about it and riddled as 
with shots. 

._Some of the men in thé mob aisarnie’ 
the three deputies and took them in 
an opposite direction from that taken by 
the main body, then returned’ their 
weapons with, instructions to continues 
their journey alone. 

Life Once Was Saved. 

Justice Knight says that he saved the 
negro’s life just after he was caught, 
when enraged farmers had him almost 
clubbed to death, before the Justice and 
the deputies arrived. 

This was the first lynching In Mem- 
phis or this immediate vicinity in 30 
years.

St. Louis neurologists are displaying 


great interest in the discovery, made 


by Dr. C. G. Chaddock, that fractures 
of the skull can be detected by tickling 
the ankle at a certain point. 

The method is now in use at the city 
hospital, Dr. Chaddock being one of the 
hospital’s visiting staff. Dr. Chaddock 
explained it to the Neurological Society 
at a meeting last Monday night. 

There is a scientrfic explanation of 
the matter, which Dr. Chaddock de- 


clared Friday was too complicated to 
explain. The phenomenon, as explained 
in terms comprehensible by the layman, 
is that when a4 certain point on the in- 
side of the ankle, about a half inch 
abive the sole, is gently agitated the 
toes turn, either together or apart 

If the toes all turn downward and 
draw closely together, the skull 1s all 
tight. If the big toe turns upward and 
the others spread out, the skull is frac- 
tured. 

This is because of a connection be- 
tween the brain and that particular 
paint in the ankle, Dr. Chaddock says. 
This connection is a flection, but a skull 
fracture, exposing the brain, turns the 
flection to a reflection and causes a 
different reaction on the toes when the 
onkle is tickled. 

Physicians have known of 
nection, but heretofore have 
ible to find a point where the test 
would always work out. Dr. Chaddock 
says his discovery was made as the re- 
sult of careful observation, supplement- 
ing the experiments of others, and that 
the correctness of his result has been 
proven in several score of cases in the 
last few weeks. ‘

Those 
selected to accompany him included 
Raoul Madero, his brother, and Fran- 
cisco Sr., his father, Col. Guiseppe Gari- 
baldi and many minor officers who par- 
ticipated in the revolution. 
The little ““‘White House’’ on the banks 
of the muddy irrigation ditch, near 
Juarez, where Madero had .established 
his headquarters presented a busy scene 
today. Wagons of documents pertain- 
ing to the business of the revolution 
were hauled to the train, and mes- 
sengers on horseback were kept gallop- 
ing between officers’ headquarters to 
give final orders for the departure. 
Senor Madero himself was greatly 
pleased with the prospects of his reach- 
ing Mexico City. 
‘Tt 1s, of course, the climax of the 
revolution,’”” he said. ‘It seems one 
triumph is completed; we began our 
fight in the open field, we. are marching 
in peace to the stronghold of those who 
were once our foes. 
“No one six months ago would have 
believed that so great a change could 
come to a country. Then the country 
was divided between bitter enemies. 
Now I trust all the hatred will be for- 
gotten for after all it was a hatred 
merely for a social condition.

MEXICO CITY, June 2.—Coincident 
with the publication of the recall of 
Gen. Reyes by the Government came 
many carefully worded denials that the 
army is in a conspiracy to make Him 
President by force of arms. A curious 
part of these denials is that there has 
been no public charge that such @ con- 
spiracy existed, and this makes it look 
like a case where the lady “doth pro- 
test too much.” 

The tension will be tight if Reyes and 
Madero arrive at the capital about the 
same time, especially if Reyes’ sup- 
porters carry out their intentions to 
hold a demonstration in favor of 
Reyes. They say it is a free country 
now, politically, and there is no rea- 
son why they should not start Reyes’ 
boom when he arrives, but it is ex- 
pected there will be trouble if they 
try it while the Maderists are cele- 
brating the arrival of their chief. 
The appeal of Madero to army offi- 
cers to accept the new conditions and 
bury the hatchet is having little effect 
to stop the resignations of officers who 
do not care to see the revolutionary 
chiefs, without military training, take 
rank over them. 

The decision to keep the entire revolu- 
tionary army of the’:South, numbering 
aboute14,000 men, under arms “until 
peace is assured throughout the repub- 
hc’ is looked upon as an indication it 
will take much figuring to bring about 
that condition.

Walter Grayson, Prisoner at Old 
City Hall, Says He Is a De- 
serter From Navy. 





Walter Grayson seemed pleased Fri- 
day, when city dispensary physicians 
told him he was suffering from leprosy. 


“I’ve known for a long time that 
something was wrong with me,” said 
the man, who is a prisoner in the iso- 
lation ward at the old city hall, “and 
I didn’t think I was going to get well. 
I’m glad now they Know what it is, 
and that I’m going to be taken care of. 
I’m tired of tramping around.’”’ 

A strip of skin taken from Grayson’s 
right arm is being examined by City 
Bacteriologist Harris, and he will not 
be sent to quarantine until this test is 
completed, but the physicians who have 
seen him say there is- no doubt about 
his being a leper. 


Tendency to Go to Sleep. 
Grayson walked into the city dis- 


pensary Thursday afternoon, and sank 
drowsily into a chair. Dr. R. H. Hall 
attended him when his turn came, and 
saw that his hands, feet and ears were 
swollen. The case seemed too serious 
for eczema or any mere skin disease, 
and the physician called his chief, Dr. 
Scott. The latter pronounced the case 
leprosy, and the verdict was confirmed 
by Dr. G. A. ‘Jordan and Dr. M. C. 
Woodruff, both acquainted with leprosy 
cases. 

The man, who showed a constant tend- 
ency to lapse into sleep, said that he 
was 34 years old, and was a deserter 
from the United States Navy. During 
his service in the navy, following his 
enlistment in 1901, he visited the West 
Indies, and has never been well since. 
Iie deserted in 1902, and has led a va- 
grant life. 

He applied for treatment in' Brook- 
Ivn in 1902, he said, telling the physicians 
at a public hospital that his wrists were 
numb. They turned him away as an 
imposter, he said, and he has not since 
been examined by a physician until 
Thursday. F 


Dong Released as Cured. 
The room in which he is kept is 


on the second floor of the Old City 
Hall, on the Market street side and 
near an alley, in what was formerly 
the House of Delegates’ chamber; and 
has been used as a reception room 
for the few cases of leprosy which 
have developed in St. Louis in the 
past few years.

NEW YORK, June 2.—Thomas A. Ed- 
ison, whose name is part of nearly 
every big electric light plant in the 
United States, attended yesterday after- 
noon for the first time in his life a 
session of the National Electric Light 
Association. He made his visit mem- 
orable by announcing that he had per- 
fected a new storage battery for sur- 
face cars and trucks which would rev- 
olutionize the street tgaction business. 

When asked about the success of his 
storage battery, recently invented, which 
is now used to run the surface cars on 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-nintb 
streets, Manhattan, he said: 

‘TI have done far better than that 
now and nothing has come out about 
it. I have perfected a battery which can 
be recharged in three or four minutes 
and which will run fifty or sixty miles 
without being recharged. - 

“The trouble with the first battery 
was that the recharging took a long 
time. When charged a car would run 
all day, but then it took the better part 
of the night to recharge it and get it 
ready for the next day. But I have 
done away with all that. I have now a 
battery which can be put into a suit 
case, it is so small and light, and it can 
run a car, truck, automobile or vehicle 
of any kind until the power is used up, 
and then be recharged in less than 
three minutes, ready for service as be- 
fore.”’ 

“I suppose,” said one of the electric 
light men present, “that one of these

“That is it exactly,’’ replied Mr. Edi- 
son, with enthusiasm, ‘‘or there could 


be small recharging stations along the |]-

“The Steel Corporation does absolutely no operat- 
ing. It manufactures nothing. It “gets income 
from the dividends declared by the subsidiary 
companies.” For five or six years, he said, it has 
been under investigation by the Bureau of Cor- 
porations. ; 

Its contro] of these subsidiary companies is 
absobute, as Judge Gary’s testimony shows. 

Yet after five or six years of “diligent thwesti- 
gation” of the affairs of this gigantic trust, the 
Bureau of Corporations has been unable to furnisn 
any “publicity in the interest of the public.” 

One presidential campaign has been foug)i* — 
and financed—since the bureau began its investi- 
gation of Steel. ‘The tariff has been revised and 
preparations are under way for another presiden- 
tia] campaign, but the facts collected by the 
Bureau of Corporations under two Republican ad- 
ministrations have yet to see the light of day.

A PARAMOUNT DUTY. 

The outcome of the controversy between Wil- 
liam J. Bryan and Representative Underwood on 
the raw wool tax is important in its bearing on 
the struggle for tariff reform. The House leaders 
who have the full responsibility for Democratic 
legislation and the legislative policy of the party 
have concluded after earnest thought and discus- 
sion that a radical reduction in the tax on raw 
wool with a radical’ reduction of the entire wool 
schedule would be wiser than an attempt to put 
raw wool on the free list. 

They have good reasons for their course. They 
think the revenue from a light tax on raw wool is 
necessary or, at least, that the revenue argument 
would be difficult to answer. They think that an 
effort to put raw wool on the free list would ex- 
cite opposition that might endanger all tariff 
reform. They regard the reduced schedule as 4 
great gain in the battle against privilege. 

Regardless of the Democratic soundness of tar- 
iff for revenue legislation and all practical con- 
siderations, Mr. Bryan demands free wool and 
denounces all who oppose his demands as protec- 
tionists in disguise. He excommunicates all of 
his opponents. 

This action of Mr. Bryan raises a greater issue 
than that involved in wool legislation. It raises 
the issue of the continuation of the Bryan dictator- 
ship in the Democratic party. Giving Mr. Bryan 
full credit for all the good work he has accom- 
plished for political reform, he has three times led 
the party to defeat in national elections. His lead- 
ership has been a failure. Mr. Bryan’s protesta- 
tions against his own candidacy does not in any 
degree diminish his offense of trying to dictate 
the party’s policies. That is the ‘height of arro- 
gance. 

If his leadership shall be acknowledged the 
bright prospects of the party will fade. No man 
can win in the presidential race with Bryan on his 
back. The repudiation of Bryan bossism is the 
first step necessary to Democratic success next 
jyear. That is the paramount duty of the party. 
The Democratic majority of the House of Repre- 
sentatives have set an excellent example for all 
Democrats.

During the administration of the Park Depart- 
ment by Mr. Philip C. Scanlan, who has just re- 
tired with an exceptional tribute of approval and 
good will, the wise policy of park and playground 
extension’ has been in operation. Hundreds of 
acres have been added to the park system and a 
chain of smal] parks and playgrounds has been 
opened to the public. To the task of maintaining 
the older and greater parks was added that of 
preparing and improving the smaller park spaces. 
The work has been well done and St. Louis oA 
has a splendid foundation for one of the most 
complete and beautiful park systems in existence. 
Fortunately, Mr. Scanlan’s successor in the park 
commissionership, Mr. Dwight Dayis, has been 
one of the leaders of the playground and park 
extension movement. He goes into office with an 
enthusiasm for the work of increasing the useful- 
ness of the parks to the people, born of earnest 
volunteer service. The policy of extension should 
be continued, but in connection with it there
